We have a strong and dedicated staff at Blue School. Claire Cochrane continues with us 
as head teacher, building administrator, and the art and music specialist. We have added 
Caitlin Macon as the Special Educator and co-teacher with an emphasis on technology. 
Pat Davis has been serving as a one on one inclusionary assistant. Susan Picknell 
continues to serve as librarian. French (funded by a grant) continues as part of the 
curriculum this year with Janet Chickering, Chris Ness is teaching both Physical 
Education and Health, Denise Cartwright is the school nurse, and Cindy McLaren is the 
guidance counselor. We continue to avail services for speech and language, occupational 
therapy, and a school psychologist from SAU 35. We are in total compliance with the 
State of New Hampshire’s regulations for school approval. Blue School third graders 
have met AYP (Annual Yearly Progress) as required by No Child Left Behind. The 
pedagogy at Blue School is working with the new Common Core National Standards in 
preparation for the National Common Core Assessment in 2015. 


As a Board, we work hard to ensure that spending is kept to a minimum with a 
continuous eye toward a safe and attractive learning environment, meeting state standards 
for school approval, and simply doing what is best for the children of Landaff. Most 
budget areas have seen slight decreases or have been budgeted flat to the prior year. 


The budget is proposed at an increase of approximately $23,985.00. This is largely due 
to $35,617 in increased tuition to Lisbon based on the number of students. We have six 
students transferring from 3™ grade to 4" grade in the fall of 2013 with five graduating 
from high school this June. Our anticipated beginning balance (surplus) is $15,000. As 
always, the wildcard is the number of students that move in/out of town requiring tuition 
payments to Lisbon and special education requirements. Expenses continue to be 
scrutinized at both the SAU level and the Blue School level. 


We jacked up and leveled the white building and replaced the floor and carpeting in the 
front half of the building. New window blinds were donated and installed in the windows 
in the front of the white building. Each of these improvements has made the 
multipurpose room a safe, inviting space for educational programming in addition to an 
attractive, well used library. The main water supply line from the well into the Blue 
School developed several leaks resulting in the need to replace the entire line. 


We qualified for the “Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Grant” this year. The positive results 
experienced from this program over the last two years have continued. Marilyn Booth is 
coordinating the purchase and delivery of fresh fruit and vegetables twice a week to the 
Blue School. 


The Board is vigilant in tracking the progress of our students as they go on to Lisbon 
from the Blue School. Congratulatory letters are sent to the students from Landaff that 
have achieved the Honor Roll List. We meet with the Lisbon School Board twice a year 
to review programming. Mrs. Cochrane also meets with the receiving teachers at Lisbon 
to ensure that Blue School students are well-prepared to take on the rigors of fourth 
grade. 
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We would like to extend a thank you to the volunteers who have been helping with the 
needs of the Blue School including copying, maintenance, musical performance support, 
and mentoring investigations projects; a true community school. We are always looking 
for new volunteers and support so contact us if you are interested. There are many 
opportunities and we can match your desire to a volunteer activity. 


The Landaff School Board believes that the children at the Blue School are getting an 
excellent and well-rounded education; a solid foundation for the students’ continued 
success as proven by the numbers of students on the Honor, High Honor and Principal’s 
List at Lisbon. The Blue School staff, SAU 35 office, parents and community members 
all share important roles in the continued success of Landaff students. 

We thank you for your support and involvement.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It is my great pleasure to write this annual report while completing my fourth year as the 
Superintendent for the School Districts in White Mountains School Administrative Unit 
#35. First I would like to thank all the school board members in our five school districts 
for the help and support they have given me this past year. I am very fortunate to work 
with such a dedicated group of people who do an outstanding job of overseeing your 
schools. 


I also want to thank my fellow administrators, teachers, specialists, and support staffs that 
are doing an outstanding job in our schools. We are very fortunate to have such 
dedicated professionals who are focused on personalized student learning. In the Report 
of the Principal they will share with you some of the wonderful things they are doing 
with students in their schools. 


Here is a review some of our accomplishments this past year at the SAU level. In 
August, we held another successful opening day with all SAU 35 staff. It is wonderful 
that all of our school districts are able to come together in this manner. This year for the 
2012-2013 school year I outlined for all the staff and administrators what we need to 
accomplish in the next two years. The focus will be implementing the National Core 
Curriculum and getting students and staff prepared for the new National Assessment in 
Math and Language Arts. We also have to revamp our Principal and Teacher Evaluation 
system to connect it to student growth. In doing this we are also looking to revise our 
professional development master plan and connect it to the teacher evaluation system to 
increase student growth in the classroom. 


Since the last Annual Report, Bethlehem School Board had to conduct a Principal Search 
and we were very successful in this process. In July, we welcomed Principal Shelli 
Roberts to our SAU at Bethlehem Elementary School. Principal Roberts was the 
Principal of the Stark School and brings with her a wealth of teaching and administrative 
experience. She has been very busy learning about the students, staff, and how the 
district and the SAU works. She is a welcome addition to our SAU. 


At the SAU level from last year to this year, school administrators and staff have been 
focusing on adjusting their curriculums to align with the Common Core Curriculum. We 
have worked in vertical team meetings which are meetings of teachers in grades K-12 in 
the different subject areas. The focus of these meetings has been on common concerns 
they have in the subject area they are talking about. They have discussed what 
assessments they might use to show student growth in their classrooms. The other focus 
in these meetings is how to prepare students and teachers for the new National 
Assessment which will be done on a computer. The National Assessment developed by 
SMARTER Balanced will assess all subject areas testing math and language arts. 
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Looking at Principal Evaluation and Teacher Evaluation, we have established a teacher 
evaluation committee. I am happy to report that this year the Principals volunteered to 
pilot the new National and State accepted Principal Evaluation tool that is connected to 
student growth. The teacher evaluation committee has been meeting on a regular 
schedule. The goal of the committee is to adopt an evaluation system that meets the 
criteria set by the New Hampshire Department of Education (NHDOE) on teacher 
effectiveness, focusing on student growth. Once the system is adopted next year we 
would provide professional development to teachers and administrators on how it works 
and then pilot the system. We will need to have this system in place for the 2014-2015 
school year so we would like to pilot the system for a year to work out the details. 


We also have established a committee to revamp our SAU Professional Development 
Master Plan. Our current plan that is on file with the NHDOE will end this Spring. We 
are looking to connect our master plan to the teacher evaluation process. Connecting 
these two systems will move us away from just using perceptual data to using student 
assessment data along with observation data looking at what good instruction is. Then 
the teacher can focus on strong professional development to improve their instruction. 
Our students will benefit from all these changes and will see the direct impact in our 
classrooms. With professional development and teacher evaluation, we are currently 
working with the NHDOE who is providing us technical assistance and professional 
development opportunities. I also need to mention that these committees have 
representation from all the schools with teachers and administrators working 
collaboratively to develop these systems. 


These are just a few of the things we continue to work on at the SAU level. In closing, I 
want to thank all the staff employed in our SAU office for all their help and support this 
past year. These people do an incredible job behind the scenes to keep your school 
districts running smoothly. I also want to thank the parents, community members, 
business and organizations that support all of our schools. I appreciate all that you do for 
our students. If you ever have any questions, concerns or if I can help you in any way, 
please do not hesitate to contact me. Again, thank you all for the help and support you 
give to our schools and the SAU. You are making a difference for our students.
